mothers have a great deal to nay on 
the subject.

menus and that perhaps the baby e x ­ 
perts of Germany have found a new 
and better way to fill baby stomachs 
"Here’s my little rnuchaeho," said 
a Spanish lady from Germany who 
had, as she said, "brought him out to 
get him some milk.” 
She displayed 
a little fellow of eight months. "In 
our town in Germany, if the doctor 
gives you a certificate, you m ay have 
ti pint of milk a day for your baby. 
The doctor works with the govern­ 
ment, you understand, and he makes 
every effort to persuade mothers to 
nurse their children at tile breast. 
"lf he considers that a motlier is 
nill*- to do this, he will not issue a 
milk certificate and the mother will 
not be able to purchase milk. Nurses 
Hisn arc tinder government control 
and when they discover that a m oth­ 
er Is able ti* nurs*- her baby it Is lier 
duty to notify the doctor to that cf 
feet and It then becomes his duty to 
cancel the milk ticket. 
"The milk that is Issued Is not 
enough for a baby, of eourge, but the 
scientists have worked out a way of 
mixing it with an oatmeal or wheat 
broth. 
Tills is fed from tile buttle 
three times a 
day 
But 
he must 
have food two other times every day 
and the scientists are hostly instruct­ 
ing physicians and nurses, who in 
turn instruct mothers how 
to cook 
apples, carrom and spinach for the 
babies. 
We e<n»k tit*1 apples or ca r­ 
rots until soft as porridge and serve 
It to the baby with a spoon. 
lie.

dren alw ays had milk five times a 
day, and as much as they wanted. 
They liked milk, as all babies do. But 
this baby is learning to eat things 
that he doesn't like. 
"I don’t like to see him have to 
do it. 
I feel sorry when I must feed 
him spinach. 
Think of it! 
And so 
here I am in Holland to give him all 
the milk he wants for a time,

laughs and coos every time he sees 
the milk bottle coming. 
He knows 
the difference between milk and car­ 
rots.’’

This Regiment Constituted the Be­ 
ginning of Present National 
Guard System in State 
(Minneapolis Tribune) 
The last time the Minnesota N a­ 
tional Guard was called out for ser­ 
vice was In 1898, at the beginning 
it the Spanlsh-Amerlean war. Gov­ 
ernor D. M. Clough, April 24, 1898, 
was asked by the Secretary of War 
to provide three regiments of volun­ 
teer infantry. 
"It was the wish of the president 
that the national or state m ilitia will 
be used as far as their numbers will 
permit for tho reason th at they are 
armed and drilled,” the order of the 
secretary of war stated. 
The following day, April 25, H er­ 
man Muehlb* rg, adjutant-general of 
the Minnesota national guard order 
cd the First, Second and Third in 
fantry "to make immediate prepara 
ticns to report to the headquarters." 
Minnesota members of the national 
guard enlisted in th** volunteer reg 
intents not as members of the guard, 
but simply as volunteers. 
'Then the state prison at Stillw ater 
burned In 1884 part of a regiment 
was ordered on duty to guard the 
convicts and to furnish detachm ents 
to take charge of the prisoners tem­ 
porarily transferr* *1 to the county 
Jails. 
(ti 1871, on the occasion of th** 
threatened attack 
of 
Indians 
at 
Brainerd, three c o m p a n ia of n a tio n ­ 
al guard were sent by order of Gov 
rnor Austin, In command of Col A 
*. Connolly to the scene of im pend­ 
ing liostl I It 1« s. 
Th** troops were Ord* red out at 
8:30 p rn. and entrained at 8 a. rn. 
the next day with only six men miss­ 
ing. 
They 
proceeded to Brainerd, 
sent the Indians hack to their reser­ 
vations, 
and 
r* stored 
confidence 
among the settlers. 
This expedition was referred to as 
the "blueberry war,” because th** bel­ 
ligerent rods were engaged In lu rry 
picking when they made the hostile 
demonstrations.

London, Juno 21.—The German em­ 
peror ha« left Berlin for tile Verdun 
front, according to a Copenhagen dis­ 
pute Ii to the Dally Mall. 
The Russians, continuing their ad­ 
vance against the Austrians through 
Bukowina, have occupied the towns of 
Zadova, Htraglnetz and Glibako. Aus­ 
trians In this region, their army cut 
In two, are declared by Petfograd to 
be In disorderly retreat, with Russians 
energetically pursuing them. 
Northeast of Klaelin, which lies be­ 
tween Lutsk and Vladlmlr-Volhynski, 
Petrograd 
says an 
Austrian attack, 
supported by Germans, was repulsed, 
while Berlin asserta that th** Teutonic 
allies were victorious and are fighting 
their way forward against the Bus 
slang. 


SAY BATTLE WAS TERRIBLE 


Fugitives From Czernowltz Describe 
Russian Attack. 
Vienna, June 21.—The vanguard of 
fugitives from Czernowitz describes 
(tie fierceness of the Russian attack 
and the devastation caused by it and 
also the final 
scenes In Czernowitz, 
from which all but ubotit IOO persons 
had fled. 
According to 
these accounts 
the 
Russian drum fir** was so terrific that 
nothing could live In tho advanced 
trenches. 
Wire 
entanglements and 
trenches were obliterated. 
8warms of country 
pi'oplo, with 
their possessions in packs or wagons 
and driving 
their live 
stock, came 
fleeing southward through the city 
Tho scene of awfulness increased at 
night, when the sky was red with the 
glare from bursting shells or Ilium! 
Muted by searchlights. 


PRESIDENT SENDS 
NOTE TO CARRANZA 


Washington, .Tun*' 21.—The Amerl 
can 
government threatened 
General 
Venastlano Carranza with "tho grav­ 
est 
consequences" 
lf 
he 
attacked 
American troops now in Mexico. 
This threat was contained In a long 
note replying to his last withdrawal 
demand. 
Full of shortarm diplomatic 
jabs the note positively declines to 
take the American forces out of Mex­ 
ico. 
It excoriated Carranza for his 
failure to co-operate and resented his 
brusqueness and bls intimations ot 
bad faith. 
In this exchange of notes between 
President 
Wilson 
and 
First 
Chief 
Carranza each charge the other with 
treachery, dishonesty, lying and malev­ 
olent design. 
The note from Carran­ 
za, written May 22. but never pub­ 
lished throughout this country, was 
Intended manifestly not for President 
Wilson, but for tin* people of the 
United States. 
The reply to It la Just as plainly 
not Intended for Carranza, but pri­ 
ma rilv for the people of this country. 
Carranza appeals to tho people of the 
United States In the forlorn hope that 
lf ho could get his case before them 
he might stop what he asserted he 
believed was a well considered design 
of the American government to invade 
Mexico. 
The president, replying to Carranza, 
has written a note very plainly de­ 
signed to meet the charges in the Car­ 
ranza note, and has caused it to bo 
spread before the people. 


ASKS MORE SHIPS AND MEN 


President Confers W ith Senators at 
White House. 
Washington, June 21.—A 
building 
program of at least four battle cruis­ 
ers and two dreadnoughts and an in­ 
crease of 20,700 men in the navy en­ 
listed personnel were agreed on at a 
White House conference as provisions 
which tho administration will ask the 
senate to include in the pending naval 
bill. 
As passed by the house the meas­ 
ure provides for only five capital ships, 
all battle cruisers, and for a personnel 
Increase of only 11,000 men. 
Secretary Daniels. Chairman Tin­ 
man of the senate naval committee 
and Senator Swanson went over the 
building and personnel questions with 
President Wilson,
